WHEREAS, the Honorable Carl R. Hansen, who served as Cook County Commissioner for District 15, 
representing the Northwest suburbs for more than 32 years on the County Board, passed away on 
Tuesday, February 2, 2010, at the age of 83; and 

WHEREAS, Commissioner Hansen, the son of Danish immigrants, grew up in Chicago’s Humboldt Park 
neighborhood during the Great Depression; and 

WHEREAS, Commissioner Hansen graduated from Lane Tech High School and enlisted in the U.S. 
Army in 1944, where he rose to the rank of 2nd lieutenant and was an officer of the United States High 
Commission for Germany under then-General Dwight D. Eisenhower; and 

WHEREAS, while overseas in the post-war period. Commissioner Hansen met his wife Christl in 
Germany and was for the first and only time in his life rendered speechless for an entire hour, as he was 
immediately smitten with her beauty, intelligence and grace; they married in Chicago in 1952; and 

WHEREAS, Commissioner Hansen attended the University of Chicago’s graduate school where he 
earned an MBA in 1954; he had a successfiil career in market research and started his own marketing, 
management, and real estate consulting services firm in 1967; and 

WHEREAS, Commissioner Hansen’s long career on the Cook County Board began in 1970 when, at the 
age of 43, he was appointed to fill a ten-month vacancy created when a suburban representative died; he 
subsequently ran and won election to the seat in 1974, and remained in office until 2006; and 

WHEREAS, Commissioner Hansen’s appointment and subsequent election to the Cook County Board 
was not his first venture into politics, as he served as Elk Grove Township Republican Committeeman 
from 1962 to 2002, and was the campaign manager for the primary gubernatorial bid of Charles H. Percy 
in 1962; and 

WHEREAS, Commissioner Hansen’s sense of duty and responsibility to the taxpayers of Cook County 
was widely known, and while he was a strong and vociferous advocate for the Northwest suburban area, 
all of Cook County benefited from his diligence and relentless commitment to and knowledge of many 
issues, including those relating to pollution, water supply, flooding, waste disposal, public health, and 
preservation of green space; and 

WHEREAS, Commissioner Hansen did not shrink from debate even if he was the sole voice in 
opposition; he had the ability to persuade one to his side of a debate with his thunderous ferocity or 
conversely, through mellifluous, impassioned speeches on the floor; and 
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WHEREAS, one such issue in which Commissioner Hansen’s tenacity and determination greatly 
impacted the residents of Cook County was in the blocking of the creation of a landfdl at the Poplar 
Creek Forest Preserves, which would have ruined six hundred acres of Forest Preserve land; this two-year 
battle proved to be one of his proudest victories; and 

WHEREAS, Commissioner Hansen’s extensive knowledge of history was evident, and he was a great 
conversationalist on topics involving different ethnicities and cultures; his knowledge of and involvement 
in his own Scandinavian community was not his only ethnic and cultural interest, rather, he enjoyed a 
wide variety of multi-cultural relationships and attended events celebrating ethnic diversity, and was the 
proud sponsor of the relationship formed in 2005 between the County of Cook and the Province of 
Palermo in Sicily, Italy; and 

WHEREAS, upon Commissioner Hansen’s retirement, many were amazed to find that he had kept every 
County Board and Committee meeting document going back to 1970 in perfect order, complete with his 
notes and backup material; this archive was donated, along with his other papers and correspondence 
files, so that others could educate themselves and understand the intricacies of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, although Cook County was an important part of his life, there was nothing comparable in 
importance to Commissioner Hansen than love and devotion to his family, which included his beloved 
wife, Christl, who passed in 2007, son Eothar Ulrich and daughter-in-law Gudrun, cherished 
granddaughter Christina, sisters Rita Scoon (deceased) and Marilyn Jackson, and sisters-in-law Iris 
Draper and Uschi Choate; his commitment to family was unwavering, and his tenderness towards his wife 
was palpable and inspirational to all those who have loved. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, on behalf of the more than five million residents of Cook County, do hereby honor the 
memory of Commissioner Carl R. Hansen, celebrate his extraordinary life, and hereby express the 
gratitude of the residents of Cook County for his many years of distinguished service; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be presented to the family of 
Commissioner Carl R. Hansen, as a token of our great esteem and acknowledgement of his rich legacy of 
service and commitment to Cook County.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

A RESOLUTION CALLING UPON THE GOVERNOR AND MEMBERS OF 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO GRANT AUTHORIZATION TO 
THE HEALTH & HOSPITALS SYSTEM BOARD TO LEVY TAXES FOR 
THE SOLE PURPOSE OF PROVIDING HEALTHCARE IN COOK COUNTY 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII, 
Section 6 (a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and as such may exercise any power and 
perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County government has the responsibility for providing health care to the 
indigent that no other County in the State has; and 

WHEREAS, the demand for quality healthcare has increased over the years in addition to the 
State of Illinois closing mental health hospital along with high unemployment rates and ex¬ 
offenders returning to the community puts an overwhelming burden on Cook County to 
provide adequate healthcare; and 

WHEREAS, the financial problems confronting Cook County and the County’s 
responsibility to fund public safely makes it difficult to meet the needs of quality healthcare; 
and 
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WHEREAS, in an effort to ensure quality healthcare to every citizen it becomes necessary 
for the Cook County Health & Hospitals System Board to become totally separate from the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners, including financial independence; and 

WHEREAS, the legislative body is the only authority that can create a taxing district to fund 
the Cook County Health & Hospitals System Board in order that it become financially 
independent of the Cook County Board; and 

WHEREAS, such taxing districts as the Chicago School Board were afforded the 
opportunity to improve education, similar authority would give the Health & Hospitals 
System Board a greater opportunity to become independent of Cook County thus minimizing 
the politics and afford them an opportunity to bring in revenue for the sole purpose of 
providing healthcare in Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the tax levy shall not exceed the existing amount of taxes collected by the 
County Board for the purpose of healthcare; and 

WHEREAS, a permanent Health & Hospitals System Board with its own consistent revenue 
source would be in the best interest of the citizens of Cook County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners call upon the Governor and members of the General Assembly to grant 
authority to the Health & Hospitals System Board to levy taxes for the sole purpose of 
providing healthcare in Cook County.

HOME RULE COUNTY RETAILERS' OCCUPATION TAX 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
74 Taxation, Article IV, Sections 74-150 through 74-152, of the Cook County Code are hereby amended 
as follows: 
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ARTICLE IV. RETAILERS’ OCCUPATION TAX. 

Sec. 74-150. Short title. 

This article shall be known and may be cited as the Cook County Home Rule County Retail 
Occupation Tax Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-151. Imposed. 

As authorized by 55 ILCS 5/5-1006 (home rule county retailers' occupation tax law), a tax is 
imposed Countywide upon all persons in the County engaged in the business of selling tangible personal 
property at retail, at the rate of one and three-quarters percent (1.75%) through June 30, 2010, and one 
and one-quarter percent (1.25%) for the period of July 1, 2010 to December 31, 2010; one percent 
(1.00%) for the period of January 1, 2011 to June 30, 2011; and three-quarters percent (.75%) thereafter 
of the gross receipts from such sales made in the course of such business. The tax shall be paid in the 
manner provided in such statute. 

Sec. 74-152. Notification of the Illinois Department of Revenue. 

The Clerk of the Board is hereby authorized and directed to obtain and transmit a certified copy 
of this Ordinance to the Illinois Department of Revenue not later than five days after its effective date, 
and in no case later than April 1, 2010 so as to enable the Illinois Department of Revenue to proceed to 
administer and enforce this Ordinance, on behalf of the County of Cook, as of July 1, 2010. 

Effective date: This Ordinance shall take effect upon passage, except that the rate decreases in Section 
74-151 shall not take effect until July 1, 2010.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

HOME RULE COUNTY SERVICE OCCUPATION TAX 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
74 Taxation, Article V, Sections 74-190 through 74-192, of the Cook County Code are hereby amended 
as follows: 


ARTICLE V. SERVICE OCCUPATION TAX 


Sec. 74-190. Short title. 

This article shall be known and may be cited as the Cook County Home Rule County Service 
Occupation Tax Ordinance. 
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Sec. 74-191. Imposed. 

As authorized by 55 lECS 5/5-1007 (home rule county service occupation tax law), a tax is 
imposed County wide upon all persons in the County engaged in the business of making sales of service at 
the rate of one and three-quarters percent (1.75%) through June 30, 2010, and one and one-quarter percent 
(1.25%) for the period of July 1, 2010 to December 31, 2010; one percent (1.00%) for the period of 
January 1, 2011 to June 30, 2011; and three-quarters percent (.75%) thereafter of the selling price of all 
tangible personal property transferred by such serviceperson either in the form of tangible personal 
property or in the form of real estate as an incident to a sale of service. The tax shall be paid in the 
manner provided in such statute. 

Sec. 74-192. Notification of the Illinois Department of Revenue. 

The Clerk of the Board is hereby authorized and directed to obtain and transmit a certified copy 
of this Ordinance to the Illinois Department of Revenue not later than five days after its effective date, 
and in no case later than April 1, 2010 so as to enable the Illinois Department of Revenue to proceed to 
administer and enforce this Ordinance, on behalf of the County of Cook, as of July 1, 2010. 

Effective date: This Ordinance shall take effect upon passage, except that the rate decreases in Section 
74-191 shall not take effect until July 1, 2010.

RESOLUTION URGING THE ILLINOIS GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO SUPPORT 
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AND PASS THE STATEWIDE MICROLOAN PROGRAM, HB 5420 

WHEREAS, our cities, counties, states and nation continue their struggle to emerge from the economic 
downturn that has settled over our country; and 

WHEREAS, that struggle centers on the retention of existing businesses, the creation of new businesses 
and the well-paying jobs they represent; and 

WHEREAS, the most critical element to supporting existing businesses and creating new businesses is 
the availability of business credit and development capital; and 

WHEREAS, institutional business and development lending remains largely unavailable; and 

WHEREAS, Illinois State Representative Deborah Mell has introduced House Bill 5420 which 
establishes a Statewide Microloan Program and Fund; and 

WHEREAS, no such Microloan Program and Fund currently exists in the State of Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, the Statewide Microloan Program and Fund will provide small loans to businesses and 
entrepreneurs for the purpose of business stabilization, expansion and creation; and 

WHEREAS, the Statewide Microloan Program and Fund is a state program which will be used to 
provide funds for retention, expansion and development resources for entities and entrepreneurs that do 
not have access to the necessary capital; and 

WHEREAS, the Statewide Microloan Program and Fund will utilize “quasi-govemment” agencies, such 
as, but not limited to: Business and Industrial Councils, Development Councils, Economic Development 
Commissions, and Chambers of Commerce, as screening and administrative facilities; and 

WHEREAS, just one year of the Statewide Microloan Program and Fund will afford “quasi-government” 
agencies the one-year experience necessary to access federal funds from the Federal Small Business 
Administration (SBA) Microloan Program for future years; and 

WHEREAS, access to the SBA Microloan Program will provide the mechanisms to secure SBA business 
assistance and development resources and federal funds unattainable by county and local governments 
without this program; and 

WHEREAS, the SBA Microloan Program’s business capital resources will substantially expand our 
state, counties and cities ability to support and assist the retention, expansion and creation of business, 
industry and jobs. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners fully 
supports and endorses the Statewide Microloan Program and Fund legislation. House Bill 5420, 
introduced by Representative Mell, and encourages the Illinois House of Representatives and Illinois 
State Senate to expedite its passage and establishment; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that copies of this Resolution shall be sent to the Speaker of the Illinois 
House of Representatives and the President of the Illinois Senate.

Mary Boswell (nee Allen); with her twin sister, she was the youngest of five daughters; and 

WHEREAS, Mrs. Darden attended public grammar school and high school, and went on to earn a 
Bachelor of Arts degree from Wiley College in Marshall, Texas; an avid learner, Mrs. Darden has 
furthered her education with studies at the University of Wisconsin, the Hampton Institute, Roosevelt 
University and the Art Institute of Chicago; and 

WHEREAS, Mrs. Darden enjoyed a long and loving marriage to Lloyd B. Darden; and 

WHEREAS, earlier in her life Mrs. Darden had a lull career as an elementary school teacher and 
administrator, teaching in the Dallas, Texas public schools and teaching and administrating in a private 
school in Chicago, Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, Mrs. Darden was an active member of the Plymouth Congregation of Dallas, Texas and

Ladies and Gentlemen: 
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Your Audit Committee of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to notice on 
Tuesday, February 9, 2010 at the hour of 1:30 P.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, County Building, 118 
North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Chairman Daley called the meeting to order, and entered into the record a copy of a letter from his office 
to the Clerk of the Circuit Court (Attachment A), and a copy of a letter to Cook County Auditor Eaura 
Burman, from Kurt F. Schmid, Executive Director of Chicago High Intensity Drug Trafficking Area 
(Attachment B). 

Jaye Morgan Williams, Chief Financial Officer, stated there were numerous improvements in operating 
activities during Fiscal Year 2008, resulting in a net reduction in the number of control deficiencies, 
significant deficiencies and material weaknesses identified by the auditors. 

For example, in 2007 there were seventeen control deficiencies, nine significant deficiencies, and four 
material weaknesses. For 2008, those figures dropped to thirteen, six, and three, respectively. The audit 
took twelve months to complete, more than twice the length of time recommended by auditing standards. 
This was due to transitioning activities and staff changes. 

Furthermore, the added workload caused by the State’s Attorney’s investigation (concluded), contributed 
to the delay. 

The Bureau of Finance is planning a more aggressive audit timeframe this year and frilly expects the 2009 
audit to be completed by the end of June. 

Tracey Guidry, Audit Director, Deloitte & Touche, presented the Committee with an overview of the 
2008 audit process (Attachment C), including the scope of work, members of the team, and summary of 
recommendations. Ms. Guidry also discussed various changes to the audit process required by the 
Government Accounting Standards Board (GASB). 

Ms. Guidry referenced a memo dated November 25, 2009, from the Chief Financial Officer (Attachment 
D). This memo concluded that no evidence of inappropriate business practices was found during a recent 
investigation of the County’s finances. Ms. Guidry affirmed that this memo satisfied Deloitfs 
requirement for third party assurance. 

Chairman Daley stated his concern that all departments and agencies in county government must 
cooperate frilly, in a timely manner, with any request for information from any member of the audit team. 
He directed Ms. Guidry to inform the Committee if any lack of cooperation becomes apparent in the 
future.

The food inventory is done 
weekly by the food service director, and a written policy and procedure manual is in place to ensure 
compliance. A year-end inventory was performed on January 8, 2010 for the 2009 year. This inventory 
was accurate, and reconciled with the records to show the theft problem has been addressed.

David Ramos, Executive Director of the Department of Homeland Security and Emergency Management, 
stated that a new asset tracking system is under development. He is working with the Chief Financial 
Officer and support staff from the Bureau of Finance to address this.

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ORDINANCE AMENDMENT CONCERNING ADMINISTRATIVE 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 
2, Article IX, Sections 2-908 and 2-927 through 2-930 are hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 2-908. Instituting administrative adjudication proceedings. 

(a) Any authorized department, agency, board or commission of the County or Forest 
Preserve District of Cook County may institute an administrative adjudication proceeding with the 
department of administrative hearings by forwarding a copy of a notice of violation or a notice of hearing, 
which has been properly served, to the department of administrative hearings. 

(b) Incorporation of Forest Preserve District of Cook County Ordinances. 

The following provisions in the Code of the Cook County Forest Preserve District (“Forest 
Preserve District”) Ordinances are hereby incorporated by reference into this section: 

Title 2. Chapter 1 (Aviation in Forest Preserve), Chapter 2 (Protection of Natural 

Features and Wildlife), Chapter 3 (Trespass in Forest Preserve) and Chapter 4 

(Recreation in Forest Preserve): 

Title 3, Chapter 2 (Animal Control), Chapter 2a (Animal Control-Horses), Chapter 3 

(Miscellaneous Misdemeanors) and Chapter 4 (Seizures and Impoundments): 

Title 4, Chapter 1 (General Motor Vehicle and Traffic Provisions). Chapter 2 (Parking). 

Chapter 3 (Bicycles) and Chapter 4 (Snowmobiles): 

Title 5. Chapter 1 (Construction and Maintenance): 

Title 6, Chapter 2 (Hawkers and Peddlers) 

Said incorporated ordinances shall apply exclusively to activities or conduct which occur on 
properties under the control of the Forest Preserve District. Violation of said incorporated ordinances are 
hereby declared to be public nuisances, and may be enforced by instituting an administrative adjudication 
proceeding with the Department of Administrative Hearings, as provided in this article. Any person 
adjudicated as having violated any of the above provisions shall be fined no less than $50 or more than 
$500 for each offense - except where the relevant provision, sets out a different fine amount, the Fine 
shall be an amount permitted under that provision. No penalty of imprisonment shall be imposed where 
the person is found liable through the administrative adjudication process. The procedures set out in 
Division 5-41 of the Counties Code shall be applicable to hearings conducted pursuant to this paragraph. 

The Department of Revenue is hereby authorized to receive and collect all fines and costs 
assessed for violation of any ordinance or incorporated by this paragraph. A fine or sanction paid to or 
collected by the Department of Revenue related to the adjudication of violation of an ordinance, 
incorporated by this paragraph, shall be deposited into a dedicated account. On or before the Fifteenth day 
of each month, the funds deposited in said dedicated account during the previous month shall be paid to 
the Forest Preserve District, less any collection and audit costs incurred by the County. Any costs related 
to the collection and auditing of the collected fines shall be retained by the County. Costs assessed against 
the respondent by the hearing officer shall be retained by the County. For purposes of enforcing any 
County ordinance or ordinance incorporated by this paragraph, employees of the Forest Preserve District, 
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who are bound by the Cook County Human Resource Ordinance, are deemed to be code enforcement 
officers of the County, 


This Ordinance shall take effect immediately.

WHEREAS, in the case of abandonment of less than 24 months and purchase for value by a disinterested 
buyer, the County may determine that special circumstances justify finding the property is deemed 
abandoned; and 

WHEREAS, Class 6b requires a resolution by the County Board validating the property is deemed

A RESOLUTION approving certain recovery zone facility bond 
applications and projects, declaring official intent regarding certain 
capital expenditures to be reimbursed from proceeds of an obligation, 
and authorizing the publication of certain notices of public hearings and 
other related matters. 

WHEREAS, Section 6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois (the “Act”) 
provides that “a County which has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the electors of the County. . .(is) a 
Home Rule Unit,” and The County of Cook, Illinois (the “County”), has a Chief Executive Officer elected 
by the electors of the County and is therefore a home rule unit and under the power granted by said 
Section 6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois, as supplemented by the Eocal 
Government Debt Reform Act, as amended, and the other Omnibus Bond Acts, as amended, may exercise 
any power and perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of the County (the “Board”) has heretofore and it hereby 
expressly is determined that it is essential and necessary and in the best interests of the County and its 
residents that the County relieve conditions of unemployment, maintain existing levels of employment, 
aid in the rehabilitation of returning veterans, and encourage the increase of industry and commerce 
within the County, thereby reducing the evils attendant upon unemployment, increase the tax base of the 
various municipalities within the County and permit the County to take as much advantage of the 
provisions of Section 103 of the United States Internal Revenue Code as possible, which are all declared 
to be public purposes and for the safety, benefit and welfare of the residents of the County; and 

WHEREAS, the Congress of the United States adopted the American Recovery and Reinvestment Act of 
2009 (the “Stimulus Act”); and 

WHEREAS, the Stimulus Act authorizes the issuance of “recovery zone facility bonds,” which are a new 
category of tax-exempt bonds similar to industrial development revenue bonds, provided that certain 
enumerated conditions are satisfied; and 

WHEREAS, the Stimulus Act requires (i) the Secretary of the United States Treasury to have awarded 
the issuer of recovery zone facility bonds a portion of a nationwide volume limitation and (ii) the issuer to 
have designated a “recovery zone,” in each case prior to issuing recovery zone facility bonds; and 

WHEREAS, the Board has heretofore determined that the County qualifies as a “recovery zone” as 
provided in the Stimulus Act, and to that end on July 2, 2009, designated the County as a recovery zone 
under the Stimulus Act; and 

WHEREAS, the Secretary of the United States Treasury has awarded the County a portion of a said 
nationwide volume limitation, said portion awarded to the County being in the amount of $196,814,000; 
and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Act and to the Stimulus Act, the County is now authorized to issue recovery 
zone facility bonds in a not to exceed the aggregate par amount of $196,814,000; and 
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WHEREAS, the County has initiated a recovery zone facility bond application procedure which requires 
that final approval of any application for a County recovery zone facility bond-financed project shall be 
made by the Board; and 

WHEREAS, the Bureau of Community Development of the County (the “Bureau”) has determined that 
the following applications have been timely submitted and meet the requirements as set out for said 
program: 

d. Bluestone Healthcare Partners, EEC, $10,000,000 cap allocation for its Magna Health 
Systems Surgical Care Center and related physicians office facility to be located in Bedford 
Park, Illinois (the “Bluestone Project”); and 

e. Fore Transportation, Inc., $4,100,000 cap allocation for its truck, container storage, 
warehousing and distribution facility to be located in Harvey, Illinois (the “Fore 
Transportation Project”). 

(collectively, the “Applications”) and it is necessary that the Board approve the applications and authorize 
the Department to take such preliminary actions as may be necessary to effectuate the projects described 
in the applications (collectively, the “Projects”) and the issuance by the County of recovery zone facility 
bonds therefore; and 

WHEREAS, the County, at the request of the Applicants, is expected to issue one or more series of its 
recovery zone facility bonds (the “Bonds”) to obtain funds to (i) finance or reimburse the Applicants for 
all or a portion of the costs of the acquisition, construction, renovation, improvement, remodeling and 
equipping of the Projects, (ii) pay capitalized interest on a portion of the Bonds, and (iii) pay certain costs 
incurred in connection with the issuance of the Bonds, including, if necessary, the cost of credit 
enhancement for the Bonds; and 

WHEREAS, all or a portion of the expenditures relating to the Projects (the “Expenditures”) (i) have 
been paid within the sixty (60) days prior to the date of this Resolution or (ii) will be paid on or after the 
date of this Resolution; and 

WHEREAS, the County reasonably expects to reimburse itself for the Expenditures with the proceeds of 
the Bonds; and 

WHEREAS, the maximum principal amount of the Bonds expected to be issued for the Bluestone 
Project is not in excess of $10,000,000 and the maximum principal amount of the Bonds expected to be 
issued for the Fore Transportation Project is not in excess of $4,100,000; and 

WHEREAS, Section 147(f) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended (the “Code”), requires the 
approval of the issuance of the Bonds by the Board or by the applicable elected representative of the 
County after a public hearing following reasonable public notice; and 

WHEREAS, for purposes of said Section 147(f) the term “applicable elected representative” means, with 
respect to the County, (i) the Board or (ii) the chief elected executive officer or any other elected official 
of the County designated for purposes of said Section by such chief elected executive officer; and 

WHEREAS, the Board hereby finds and determines that the Board shall conduct each such public 
hearing; and 
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WHEREAS, it is necessary and advisable that the Board direct and authorize the County Clerk of the 
County (the “County Clerk”) to publish notice (each, a “TEFRA Notice”) of one or more public hearings 
with respect to the plan to approve the issuance of the Bonds in a newspaper of general circulation in the 
County, pursuant to Section 147(f) of the Code. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Board of Commissioners of The County of Cook, 
Illinois, in the exercise of its home rule powers, as follows: 

Section 1. Each of the applications is hereby approved. 

Section 2. The County reasonably expects to reimburse the expenditures with the proceeds of the 
Bonds. 

Section 3. The maximum principal amount of the Bonds expected to be issued for the Bluestone 
Project is not in excess of $10,000,000 and the maximum principal amount of the Bonds 
expected to be issued for the Fore Transportation Project is not in excess of $4,100,000. 

Section 4. This declaration of official intent regarding reimbursement of capital expenditures for the 
Projects is made pursuant to Treasury Regulations Section 1.150-2. 

Section 5. The County Clerk is hereby authorized and directed to publish one or more TEFRA 
Notices, without further official action or direction of the Board, in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the County, each such TEFRA Notice to be in such form as shall be approved 
by the Chief Financial Officer of the County. 

Section 6. All acts of the Board and the officers, officials, agents and employees of the County that 
are in conformity with the intent and purposes of this Resolution, whether heretofore or 
hereafter taken or done, be, and the same are hereby, in all respects, ratified, confirmed and 
approved.
